VAs a result of having been compel­ 
led to burn much soft coal and wood 
during- the past winter, the fire haz­ 
ard in all G ettysburg homes has been 
increased to an alarm ing extent, over 
05 per cent of the calls for the fire 
departm ent 
here during 
the pa‘«t 
seven months having been the direct 
result of foul chimney*, according to 
some startling figures just divulged 
by f ire Chief Jam es B. Aurnen. 
The 
disastrous result* of the fire 
Thursday at the corner of Franklin 
and High streets are made the occa­ 
sion for warning all 
residents here 
that chimneys 
should I** frequently 
cleaned,—not less than 
once a year, 
-ays Mr. Aurnen. Soft coal and wood 
result in quick fouling and sooting of 
flues, he states. 
This last fire was the diieet result 
of a sooty chimney, in the opinion of 
Mr. Aurnen, 
According to his s ta te ­ 
ment, when the fire company arrived 
at the scene of the blaze the chimney 
was like a 
roaring furnace, and the 
fire had evidently broken through and 
set fire to the wood under the roof. 
M atters were further complicated by 
the fact that the 
flue was cracked, 
allowing 
the flames and 
sparks to 
es, ape, he declare*. 
Where flues are perfectly tight, it 
is possible to 
confine the flames to 
the chimney, 
and to largely control 
and prevent the spread of fire by the 
use of chemicals alone, savs the Fire 
Thief. 
Of the lh calls for the fire d e p a rt­ 
ment during less than seven months 
of this year, 12 of these 
have been 
the direct result 
of foul chimneys, 
records 
of 
the 
departm ent 
show. 
With IT responses to blazes during 
1922, 8 were caused by the accum ulat­ 
ed soot in the flue catching fire. This, 
it is said, 
is evidence th at burning 
of 
soft coal in 
G ettysburg 
has in­ 
creased the fire hazards. 
Tells What To Do 
Due to the increasing 
numbers of 
these 
fires, 
the 
Chief has 
issued 
brief instructions to householders as 
to their actions in case of a chimney 
blazing up. 
“ First: No m a tte r how slight the 
chimney fire, call the fire departm ent. 
“ Second: Throw' a generous quantity 
of -*alt into the stove, if 
it contains 
fire, or 
into the flue where there is 
fire. 
The gas from salt is deadly tr| 
fire. 
“ You may look for the Fire M ar­ 
shal to call on 
you at any time to 
inspect your chimney, and, if found 
defective, make repairs at once. Al­ 
ways remember th at your 
careless­ 
ness in 
having a foul or 
defective 
chimney may cause you to lose your 
property and 
endanger your niegh- 
bors,” added Mr. Aurnen.

fu tu re to test the constitutionality of 
the reorganization code, 
which the 
governor accuses hint of trying to ob­ 
struct and hamper. 
“ It is Hie purpose of the treasu rer 
to see th a t the alleged code is either 
made valid or declared void. 
How it 
will be done is a m atter for future 
consideration, but it will be done, and 
as effectively and lawfully as the o r­ 
derly procedure of the law perm its,’’ 
Snyder’s Statement said. 
“ In the meanwhile, I challenge the 
governor through the course pf law 
to show th a t the treasurer had in any 
way failed to comply with t h e 
law, 
th a t governs the office, pr in any way 
one that which in in c o n s is te n t p i t h the 
proper perform ance of his 
official 
duty." 
"N othing more to say on 
Snyder 
today," said Governor Pinchot, 
when 
shown the Snyder statem ent. 
The 
governor left the§capita1 to spend a 
week-end at his sum m er home in Mil­ 
ford.

The Snyder answ er to the gover­ 
nor’s charges th a t he was trying to 
strike the adm inistration through its 
employes and obstruct and ham per the 
code was in detail. 
It denied each
